Merced will be lighted with gas about 
the first of next mouth. 
A religious fervor is growing in W heat­ 
land, in anticipation of the camp m eeting 
to be held in that vicinity. 
The l.oa Angeles E-cprts* publishes a 
ist of the subscribers .o the fund to pur­ 
chase a site for the branch Normal school. 
It foots up §8,000. 
The stock of last year’s grain stored iu 
the barns and warehouses of Gilroy town 
ship is about 90,000 centals of wheat and 
2.000 centals of barley. 
The sportsmen of Oroville are anxious 
to match their two best shots against two 
of the Chico Club in a glase-ball contest. 
A challenge will doubtless be made shortly , 
The Mount Shasta Agricultural Society, 
which meets at Yreka October 12th, and 
continues in session four days, will hang up 
purses aggregating §2,000 for the different 
races on the programme.

mento valley, and has been a prominent 
man in the history of the State. 
William Edwards is about to commence 
the construction of a new bridge across the 
South Yuba river at Edwards’ crossing. 
The present bridge will be removed, and 
in its place will be substituted a fine 
structure of the suspension pattern. 
A fire has been raging up the valley, 
half a mile south of Crystal SpriDgs, since 
Saturday. 
It is supposed to have been set 
by careless hunters. 
W hat serious dam­ 
age it has done, if any, wc have not been 
able to learn.—[Napa Register, July 18th. 
Ur. Crocker, of Geyserville, on Monday 
last, while trying to control a vicious 
horse, was attacked by the animal, knocked 
down and stamped on, struck, kicked and 
bruised badly, had one leg badly broken, 
and was only rescued after a half boar's 
bard contest. 
Contra Costa Gazrttc: The thrashers

His fellow workmen all ran out of the tun­ 
nel when the accident happened, and an 
hoar passed before they dug the body out. 
The frame of the new boat for the M ar­

The grape doe3 better no where than on 
the soil of the lower Flaeer county foot­ 
hills, and no where can land suitable for 
the grapo be 
purchased cheaper than 
here.—[I’lacer Herald.

So *' Billy the K id" has met the fate of 
his class, and died “ with his boots on,” 
after the frontier fashion. 
Me was hunted 
down by a Sheriff and shot at last in a 
•lark room, before he could use his weay. 
ons. 
As he was a dead shot this strategy 
was necessary to hi* takiDg off, but there 
seems to be only one opinion about the 
event, and that is that it is a matter for 
congratulation. This ruffian (whose crimes 
and adventures, if soberly narrated, would 
horrify instead of diverting the callow 
youth who gloat over Beadle’s Dime Novel 
heroes) had for years been the terror of the 
border. He was a brutal, ferocious wretch, 
without one virtue save bravery, but his 
deadly skill with the pistol had carried 
him safe through a hundred mortal feuds, 
and had secured for him the terrified as­ 
sistance and semi-allegiance of numbers of 
Mexicans, cattle-dealers and frontier set­ 
tlers. 
lie was one of the principal leaders 
of the “ cowboys,” but he was so ready to 
sacrifice even his comrades if they crossed 
him, that no doubt those who affected to 
adnrrre him most ere heartily glad of his 
death. 
Such characters are flit products 
of the peculiar frontier conditions acting 
upon previously desperate and criminal 
mi ads, and there appears to l.e no way of 
dea’ing with them effectually but that 
which Sheriff Oarraly took with “ B illy’I 
th e K id.” 


The Board of Regents of the State 
University have ju3t completed a revision 
of the salaries of the professors, instruc­ 
tors and other officers .of the institution. 
The rule which they have followed has 
been to reduce the pay of the professors, 
aud to increase the pay of the instructors. 
There can be no doubt that the increase of 
the salaries of the instructors ¡3 justified, for 
even under the new arrangements these gen­ 
tlemen wiilreceive a wretchedly insufficient 
stipend. 
Their income», though greater 
than previously, 
will 
henceforth range 
from $125 tc 8150 a m onth; surely a rate 
of compensation by no means calculated 
to convince the rising generation that 
learning pays. No doubt the poverty of the 
University may be pleaded iebarof criticism 
on this head, but since the saving effected 
by the late reduction only amounts to 
about $600 per month, it Í3 plain that the 
benefits expected from it cannot be very 
great. 
The salaries of the professors hive 
been cut down, in one case from §446 to 
$37-5, in another from $330 to $275, in the 
rest from $300 to $250. 
These salaries are 
certainly not sufficient to satisfy even the 
most moderate ambition, nor can it be ex­ 
pected that a University which exhibits 
so much parsimony in the payment of its 
faculty can succeed in retaining or secur­ 


ing firstrate teachers. 
The idea has long prevailed that teach­ 
ers ought cot to require high compensation, 
and this belief has received a sort of 
support from the fact that in too many of 
our lower educational institutions it has 
been customary for ignorant and incompe 
tent School Boards to accept the cheap 
services of equally incompetent iustrce 
tors. 
It has in fact been with great 
difficulty and pains that the barbarous no 
tion of teaching, namely, that it is only a 
kind of recreation, and that teachers are 
necessarily a poor sort of people, has been 
even partially overcome. 
The truth that 
it requires as much talent, as much appli­ 
cation, as much preparation, to fit a man 
for the duties of a college professor as are 
needed for the equipmect of any of the 
better recognized professions of physics, 
law, or divinity, has always been accepted 
with great reluctance. 
There are so many 
people who think that all teachers are the 
same ; that it is just as easy to fill an ed 
ucational position as a merely clerical one; 
and that the emoluments of the educa­ 
tional and the clerical offices ought to 
stand upon the came basis ; that it is very 
difficult to get the actual merits of the 
case recognized. 
The Board of Regents have for some 
time seen that it was necessary to do some 
thing, and so they have quite naturally bit 
upon the expedient of cutting down the 
salaries of the professors. 
They have, it 
is true, been sensible enough to perceive 
that the instructors were underpaid, but 
we think it unfortunate that they should 
have concluded that the professors were 
overpaid. 
A salary of $300 per month is 
not princely, to Bay the least. 
And when 
it is all that a lifetime devoted to learning 
can command, it indicates an indifference 
to the value of that learning which is not 
creditable to the governors of our col­ 
leges and universities. 
It is possib’e that 
if 
the 
men who have devoted them­ 
selves to teaching were as “ sm art” as or­ 
dinary business men, they might make 
better terms for themselves. 
But it is very- 
well known that the business faculty is 
rarely united with the student’s tempera­ 
ment, and that as a rule the most learned 
men are the least capable in financial af­ 
fairs. 
This, however, should not be taken 
advantage of by those who have the gov­ 
ernment of our colleges. They should seek 
first to secure the beat teaching, and they 
should pay for it tairly. 
It is by no means a hopeful augury for 
the U niversity of California that it has 
been thought necessary to reduce the sal­ 
aries of its professors. 
It may be that 
this step has been compelled by the pov­ 
erty of the institution, but we are disposed 
to think that economy should have been 
exc-rcised in every other direction before 
such a measure as this was resorted to. 
For it is not only unjust to the Faculty 
themselves, but it operates as an adver­ 
tisement depreciating the University. The 
present professors may have consented to 
accept the reduction, and to continue their 
work, but the announcement of a necessity 
so imperious as to justify what seems a 
Mow at the very life of the institution 
cannot possibly do it any good. 
Wo can­ 
not admit that any of the professors re­ 
ceived too high pay originally. 
We believe 
that they were worth much more than 
they received, in fact. 
The Regents who 
have cut down their salaries are them ­ 
selves men scarcely one of whom would 
think it worth his while to devote Ins best 
energies to any occupation for such stipends 
as they have awarded the professors. 
The 
truth is that they have indirectly been 
influenced by the m edieval theory of edu­ 
cation. 
But there is another phase of the case. 
If the University is so poor as these re­ 
ductions seem to indicate, it is certainly 
time tb it some of our millionaires came 
forward to assist the struggling institution. 
The State’s aid has undoubtedly handi­ 
capped it in this connection, for most men 
suppose it to be amply endowed, whereas 
it is nothing of the kind. 
W e have rnany 
veiy m h men, and yet so far only two 
gifts have been made to the University. 
The late Edward Tompkins of Alameda, 
and D. O. Mills, are the only men who have 
thought of it. 
There are scores who could 
afford to endow it munificently, and it is 
evident that it will never tie more m need 
of such help than now. 
The Universities 
and colleges QÍ other States have received 
millions in gifts and bequests. Is California 
to lie behind all her sisters in aiding the 
cause of higher education ? 


dition of things a3 would afford a leverage 
for this kind of upheaval, and we do not 
think the Revolutionary Congress will ex­ 
periment much in that direction jast now.

and foolish theories have more to dread 
from unrestrained discussion than from 
the police of any country. 
The Revolu­ 
tionary Cougrcss appears to be a sort of 
supplement to the International. 
Perhaps 
it is the International under a new name. 
All it indicates, however, is what every­ 
body knew before, that there is a great 
deal of discontent in the world, aud that 
very much of it seeks relief through the 
moat irrational 
and impractical experi­ 
ments. 
The Revolutionary Congress has 
no doubt eased its mind prodigiously by­ 
passing that truculent resolution abcut the 
time having como for force, and this hav­ 
ing been done, the delegates can go home 
with tranquillized consciences, aud resume 
their peaceful occupations until they feel 
a recurrence of the impulse to blow off 
their surplus steam.

The Navajo Indians appear to be in a 
very disturbed state, consequent npon the 
withdrawal of an agent whom they liked 
and trusted, and the substitution of an 
agent who has sigualized his advent by 
the introduction of various irritating ex­ 
periments. 
The new agent is a mission­ 
ary, or something of the kind, and it is 
said by the Navajses that he wants them 
to abandon the use of tobacco, and to go 
to church. 
lie appears from these indica­ 
tions to bo a peculiar kind of Indian 
Agent. 
The use of tobacco can no more 
be eradicated in the Indians than the 
color of their skius can he changed, and 
as for attendance at church, it is veiy cer­ 
tain that even if they went it would in­ 
dicate no chaugc in their nature. 
A man 
who thinks it practicable to make innova­ 
tions of this kind must evidently under­ 
stand nothing of the character of the 
people he has to deal with. 
H e may be a 
very good and well-meaning person, but 
he is clearly cot fitted for the care of In­ 
dians. 
The Navajoes of course do not 
comprehend the newfangled ideas he is 
preaching, and they resent what appears 
to 
them 
to 
be 
a 
sinister 
purpose. 
They 
will 
not 
believe 
that 
anyone 
would try to deprive them of tobacco 
unless he was their enemy, and as they are 
impulsive and vigorous in their actions, it 
would seem the part of prudenoe for the 
new Agent to retire before they lose their 
temper altogether, eince if he should stay 
too long he might not be able to get away 
at all. 
It is plain that the Navajoes are 
prepared to be perfectly submissive and 
peaceable if they can have Captain Bennett 
for their Agent again, but that they will 
not allow the new Agent to carry on hia 
absurd experiments upon them. 
It will 
therefore no doubt save trouble if the Gov­ 
ernment will for once take warning by the 
plain symptoms of the case, and refrain 
from those red-tape delays which have 
been responsible in the past for so many 
Indian massacres and Indian wars.

NO 
LIFE 
IN 
METEORITES. 


An account is now going the rounds of 
the daily papers to the effect that traces of 
organic life have been found in meteorites, 
aud that hence the other members of the 
solar system are inhabited by living beings. 
The subjoined extract from the London 
T'iPgraph gives the substance of tho sup­ 
posed ’discovery, and wo quote it as fol­ 
lows : 
“ Two interesting problems, which 
have long perplexed the scientific world, 
appear to have been at last definitely 
solved by the eminent geologist, Dr. Hahn. 
These questions are, first, whether or not 
celestial bodies, other than the earth, be­ 
longing to our soiar system, are inhabited 
by animate beings : and, secondly, whether 
the meteoric stones from time to time cast 
upon the surface of this globe emanate 
from incaoikflseat cqinets or from volcanic 
planets. 
That they at no time formed a 
part of the earth itself has been conclu­ 
sively demonstrated. 
Dr. Hahn has re­ 
cently completed a series of investigations 
upon some of the huge meteoric stones 
that fell from the skies in Hungary during 
the summer of 1866. 
Thin laminas of 
theso mysterious bodies, subjected to ex­ 
amination under a powerful microscope, 
have been found to contain coralline a n i 
spongeous formations, and to reveal unmis­ 
takable traces of the lower forms of vege­ 
tation. 
All the organisms, animal and 
vegetable, discovered by Dr. Hahn in the 
delicate stone shavings he has thus dealt 
with indicate the condition of their parent 
world to be one of what is technically 
termed 
‘ primary formation.’ 
But the 
presence of water in that world is proved 
by the fact that the tiny petrified creatures 
revealed by the msgic of the lens, one and 
all, belong to the so-called subaqueous 
classes of animals. 
They could not, there­ 
fore, have possibly existed in comets, at 
least if tho assumption be correct that 
these are in a state of active combustion.” 
This supposed dircovery, about which such 
a pother has been raised, is no di covcry 
at all, and the work of Dr. Hahn merely 
shows how utterly he has misconceived the 
character of the material which he has 
studied. 
Tho plates of his volume arc- 
beautiful, but they only serve to illustrate 
the mineralogical nature of tke material. 
W hat he has supposed to represent coral­ 
line and spongiform organisms are in fact 
only concretionary forms which the com­ 
mon minerals of meteorites often take. 
These forms are well understood by min­ 
eralogists, have long since been described, 
and are to be seen in nearly all the stony 
meteorites. 
W hile we know that there 
are other worlds than onrs, and while it is 
possible that they may support life in some 
form or other, there is, we believe, as yet 
no evidence whatever that this is the case. 
Somewhat on the same level with this 
meteorite story is the one recently pub­ 
lished by a San Francisco paper with re­ 
gard to the enormous magnifying power of 
a large telescope in California. 
It was 
said that when the telescope was directed 
toward the planet Mars, the whole topog­ 
raphy of one face of that orb could be 
distinctly seen. 
Rivers, seas, lakes and 
forests were plainly distinguishable, even 
cultivated fields were kDown by their 
shape and color, rectangular objects were 
supposed to be buildings, and certain small 
moving bodies were undoubtedly the in­ 
habitants of the distant planet engaged in 
the pursuit of their daily vocations.

WHAT 
IS 
NICKEL 7 


Since tho convenient 5 cent coin which, 
in common talk, is called “ a nickel,” has 
como into general circulation, the question 
above is asked either mentally or orally 
hundreds of times every day, and but few- 
gct an intelligent answer. 
In China and 
india, a white copper, called pack tcDg, 
has long been known, and has been exten­ 
sively used both there and in Europe for 
counterfeiting silver coin. 
About the year 
1700 a peculiar oro was diseovercd in the 
copper mines of Saxony, which had the 
appearauce of being very rich, but in 
smelting it yielded no copper, and the 
miners called it kupfer-nickel, or false 
copper. 
In 1754, Con&tadt announced the 
discovery of a new metal in knpier-nickel, 
to which he gave the name of nickel. 
It 
was in combination with arsenic, from 
which he could relieve it only in parts. 
The alloy of nickel and arsenic which he 
obtained was white, brittle and very hard, 
and had a melting point nearly as high as 
cast iron. 
It was not until 1823 that pure 
nickel was obtained by analysis of German 
silver, wbich bad for a number of years 
been produced at Suhl, in Saxony. 
Its 
composition was ascertained to be copper 
10 parts, zinc 5 and nickel 4. 
If more 
nickel be used the alloy is as white as sil­ 
ver and susceptible of a very high polish, 
but becomes too brittle and hard to be 
hammered or rolled, and can be worked 
pnly by casting. 
Pure nickel is a white 
metal which tarnishes readily in the air. 
Unlike silver, it is not acted on by the 
vapor of sulphur, and even the stroDg min­ 
eral acids attract it but slightly. 
Nickel 
has the hardness of iron, and, like it, has 
strong magnetic properties, but cannot be 
welded and is soldered with difficulty. 
Pore nickel has heretofore been used chiefly 
for plating, for which purpose its hardness 
and [tower to resist atmospheric influences 
admirably adapt it. 
W ithin the last year 
the FreDo-h have succeeded iu rolling the 
metal info plates, from which spoons and 
other table furniture may be pressed. 
Nickel bronze, which consists of equal 
parts of copper and nickel, with a little 
tin, may be cast into very delicate forms, 
and is susceptible of a high polish. 
Mines 
of nickel are worked at Chatham, Conn., 
and Lancaster, Pa., and it is said to be 
found at Mine La Motte, Mo., and at sev­ 
eral points iu Colorado and N ew Mexico, 
where but little attention is paid to it. 
It 
is extensively mined in Saxony and in 
SwedeD, but tha late discovery of a new 
ore (a silicate of nickel) in New Caledonia 
will probably suspend the use of the arsen­ 
ical ores, and yet bring nickel into oonimon 


a coie of German silver, which is identical 
in composition with our nickel coin. 
The 
United States made nickel cents in 1S56, 
and eight years later coined the five cent 
r ie.c^ s‘ 
adopted nickel coinage in 
, 
, an<i Germany in 1S73. 
England has 
lately c-oined pennies for Jamaica, but at 
home she and France adhere to the clumsv 
copper small change.

Governor Perkins lectured last evening to 
a large and appreciative audience at the 
Seventh street M. E. Church Stu'.h, for the 
benefit of the funds of that church. 
His 
subject was " George Peabody, the Philan­ 
thropist.” He looked upon this part cf the 
nineteenth century as remarkably noteworthy 
for its systematized charities and its exam­ 
ples of philanthropic action. 
He pointed to 
the vast charities of the day, the spread of 
Jhrietian civilization, the amelioration of 
many classes, the abolition of slavery, aad 
other notable steps of progress made iu this 
a;;e. 
Among the many noble examples of 
individual philanthropic effort and accom­ 
plishment, he pointed to George Peabody, 
Xe w England born, rs one deserving our 
gratitude and admiration—his own ideal oí 
the true philanthropist, and in many respects 
the noblest of his kind in modern times. 
He 
was born in poverty, and his advantages 
were very limited. 
Apprenticed to » shop­ 
keeper at 11, he became a clerk at 16, and 
soon after was the trustee of his uucle’s mer­ 
cantile business, and 
as such conducted 
it. 
When 
the s'ruggle 
with 
England 
was renewed, 
Peabody 
enlisted in de­ 
fensa 
of 
his 
country. 
With 
natural 
aptitude for mercantile pursuits, he was 
a partner in a good house at nineteen, which 
wuhin seven years established brancrns in 
several of the largest cities. 
In 1S29 Pea­ 
body became the head of the fire, and sub­ 
sequently, having emigrated^ to London, he 
engaged iu banking. 
All his energies were 
dtv >ied to success as a financier, and to this 
end he adhered with unequalcd pereistecee. 
Conducting his own business on honorable 
a: d u pright principles, he required the same 
of others. 
He practiced what lie preached 
iu l.i* business. 
His beating and habits com­ 
manded reipeot. 
He was simple in bis 
habits and temperate, and waited no energy 
in frivolity, and tquaudered not for meie 
p'easure. 
lie had rare conversational pow­ 
er?, and in everything I13 manifested his in- 
tti iuence, gentility and nobility of spirit. 
His regard far i.i- parents was of the highest. 
He honored them in th8 truest sen.-e, and 
with the deepest affection. 
The speaker en­ 
larged u¡ on this trait, and what it or its 
absence tiguifies in any m'n. 
He fuither 
sketched the personality of hie subject, show­ 
ing him to be a cultivated gentleman, one of 
the most genial of companions and desirable 
of men. 
He next riferred to Peabody’s 
money getting p w- r.-, and declared all Lis 
methods to be legitimate, honorable, and 
based *• n those principles which are ueceesai v 
to true sue ess. 
When Peabody was ,'0 
years of age the w m li was shaken by a finan­ 
cial cri-i*, and American securities were 
especially depreciated. 
Of these Peabody & 
Co. were large holders. 
His reputation c itn- 
inanded for him a hearing in the Bank of En­ 
gland and won for American securities a 
confidence abroad that checked the tide of 
disaster aud saved his house. 
The lecturer 
then Rlauced at the history of several of the 
great givers in charity that have been noted 
in history—those who gave while in life, and 
those who gave only by will—aud considered 
the varied motives which have actuated 
rich men who h ive so given. 
He believed 
it commendable to acquire wealth, and that 
its only evil is the abuse of it. 
He directed 
the attc-ution of the young men of the country 
to the example of Peabody, both in his ac­ 
quirement of wraith and his use of it, and 
quoted from Peabody’s Ilanveis address upon 
integrity in business and high moral prin­ 
ciple? in all the transactions of life. 
Pea­ 
body learned how to derive pleasure in giving 
of hie acquisitions for the benefit of others. 
His benefactions were the result not of 
pride, vanity or a desire for applause, but of 
a long settled purpose, and a sincere aud 
pleasurable desire to contribute to aids to 
arogresa rather than in direct charities. 
The 


l ecturer pointed out that Peabody's fortune 
went to educate men, provide homes for the 
poor and open up oppoitunities for others to 
gain a competence. 
One of his great objects 
« as to afford, so far as his effort could do it, 
the advantages of homes to the greatest 
number of people. 
But the dLtiibutioa of 
Peabody’s colossal fortune was not effected 
without a struggle. 
He had to make war 
upon and conquer eelfi-hneza and bis natural 
avariciousnees. 
He felt the plea3uies cf gain 
and the louging to cling to purse, and on this 
point the lecturer elaborated upon the nat­ 
ural 
tendencies 
of 
rncníy winners, 
the 
temptations 
wl ieh beset them, and the 
obstacles 
they 
have 
to 
overeo n-j 
in 
conqmrin.' self. 
IVobc.dc used bis wealth 
wisely. 
He did not use it to live luxuriously, 
or merely to revel in its holding, nor did he 
wait for death, but chose to be his own al­ 
moner, and enj *y the luxury of making oth­ 
ers happy. 
He quoted from Girard to show 
that wealth cao, of itself, biiog no happiness, 
save in the use of it for good purposes, 
and dwelt at length upon the powers < f 
wealth, and the blessings or the curses it 
may entail. 
From that he passed to 1‘ea- 
body’s example to young men aiming to ac- 
qnire wealth, and to those already possessed 
of much of earthly goods—an ex imple which 
all may follow with profit, and which points 
the way clearly to the use of wealth as a 
means of winning for its possessor the purest 
pleasures, and the gratitude and love of man­ 
kind. 
The stand from which the Governor spoke 
was decorated v. ry handsomely and profusely 
with a rich colltction of flowers, some of 
them being work* d into tasteful designs—the 
whole the work of ladies of the church. The 
brief Bketch of the lecture only points a few 
of the prominent features, and will serve to 
indicate the general line of thought pursued, 
which was elaborated and illustrated by ar­ 
gument and simile, while the extended ;*erc- 
ration is not touched, wherein the speaker 
dwelt upon this age as one of progress, the 
p f jibililies < f the times, and the duty of ail 
true men of these days. The Governor spoké 
slowly, earnestly and effectively, carefully 
avoiding elocutionary effort,, and contenting 
himself with a deliberate, conversational 
style, which was well adapted to the method 
ar.l prac tical character t f his address. 
The 
G .vernor’s lecture was warmly applauded. 
The andierce was thanked f r its attenti n 
by Ilcv. T. II. B. Anderson, who presided, 
ami in the name of the ladies of the church 
presented to the Governor a very beautiful 
basket of rare flowers, in acknowledgment of 
his aisistanee (by lecturing) for the benefit of 
tho church funds. 
This again called oat the 
speaker, who received tbe present iu a very 
pleasant, respoLsire speech.

SPROUTS. 


There seerr.s to be a great diversity of 
opinion relative to whether sprouts on the 
body of an orange tree should bo removed 
or left to grew during the summer to pro­ 
tect the tiunk from the heat of the Bun. 
Many who prune the tree so as to a lew 
the head to form three or even four feet 
from the ground make a practice of allow­ 
ing all shoots coining from the trunk to 
grow during the summer to protect the 
trees, especially when young, from the 
heat, and iu winter to protect them from 
cold, taking them off in the spriugouly to 
allow another crop to grow. 
East winter ocr little lemon orchard was 
somewhat hurt from the frost. 
In the 
spring advice was freely given to let the 
sprouts grow, not only as a protection to 
the trees, but to induce growth, and thus 
get the trees into vigorous growing condi­ 
tion again after the apparent check by the 
cold. 
Against ocr judgment w e followed 
this advice, but as » rustier of experiment 
the sprout- were r. moved from halt ad. zen 
average trees. To-day those trees sprouted 
h tvo sent a vigorous growth into the top, 
while those n jt sprouted have a vigorous 
growth of sprouts I tit little growth tf 
beads. 
If th e tree has a healthy grow th its 
trunk needs no protection from th e su n ; 
it is the stunted tree th at needs protection, 
and then it is b e tter to use shakes or boards 
than to tu rn the vital force of th e tree into 
a grow th th a t is to be sacrificed at the ex­ 
pense of the grow th of th e top, which is to 
be perm anent. 
Those sprouts will now 
come off of those trees ; we w ant no more 
experim ents in th a t line ; those who w ant 
to follow th a t practice loDger can do so, 
b ut in th e future we shall adhere as closely 
as practicable to the rule to remove all 
superfluous grow th in its infancy. 
Thum b 
pruning, so far as it can be carried, is much 
preferable to using th e saw and pruning- 
shears.—[Press and H orticulturist, 
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Forks, Rakes and Koes.

The President has improved steadily all day, 
and his condition to-night is in every way 
satisfactory, lie has taken rather more than 
the usual amount of liquid nourishment, but 
has been allowed no solid fcodsince the mani­ 
festations of gastric disturbance on Monday, 
except toast, beef or steak. His afternoon 
fever, which came on late to-day, was very 
light, and has at this hour nearly abated. 
The usual quantity of sulphate of morphine 
was administered hypodermically this even­ 
ing, and the patient is now asleep. All his 
svmntome are as favorable as could be de­ 
sired Not Entirely Ont of the Woods. 
W a- hisgton, Jnly EOth.—“ The President 
is certainly going to get well.” That was the 
very confident declaration made by Hr. Bliss 
abont sundown last night. Yet the physi­ 
cians are not willing to put 3uy such confi­ 
dent declaration into their bulletins, and 
within twenty-four hours they even have said 
that they could not safely predict that tbe 
wound would not terminate fatally. The 
doctors seem to have cue language for public 
and another for private persons, but ihe con­ 
fidence of the people in the recovery of the 
President, which has existed fur a week, has 
not been shaken. 
The President sat up 
twenty minutes yesterday. 
It was found 
that the pain in the back hud disappeared ; 
but curious, and some thick suspicious, pains 
continue in the legs and feet. Tbe reason 
why the word “ suspicious’' is attached to 
these pains by some of the physicians is that 
there is a remote fear that the President, 
after his recovery, may be weak in his legs. 
He seems himself apprehensive of that, as 
he has frequently asked his attendants what 
they thought about it, and has expressed an 
earnest wish to be able to stand up, to see 
whether or not his legs would still remain his 
servants. The first sensation, when the 
bullet struck him, was that his knees gave 
way, and he seems to has o retained that sen­ 
sation ever since, and still fears that his knees 
may be weak. 
W ash in gto n, July 20th. — Bliss says: 
“ The President is getting along splendidly, 
ami we could not ask for greater progress 
than he is making.” “ Do you consider him 
out of danger, Doctor? ” asked a reporter. 
" He is convalescing finely,” replied the doc- 
t- r “ Thera are dancers yet, hut so remote 
that wo do not really tear them, ¡still they 
might r.ri e. He is tot absolutely safe yet 
from blood-poisoning. The fever has reached 
its lowest point, and we are quito happy. 1 
think in a few weeks hi will be able to take 
a ¡ea voyage.”

W ash in g to n, July 20th.—Prison fare aud 
disciplii e have taken much of the starch out 
of G uitteau, and have e ven had wilting eff et 
upon hi inordinate vanity. AN hen first con­ 
fined he made frequent complaints of his 
treatment; he regarded himself as an im­ 
portant personage, a prisoner of state, and 
demanded better faro and treatment than was 
best. d on his fellow-prisocers, whom he 
denominated common ftduus. He protested 


against being put on a level with other prison­ 
ers, and said he was a gentleman, accustomed 
to having the best fare. Hia demands were 
often made in an insulting manner, and 
usually were iguored. He consumes every 
scrap of paper he can get, writing about him­ 
self. He has not ceased complaining, and 
demands better treatment, but his manner is 
changed. He is new more subdued, and ap­ 
parently begins to realize that others 
do not regard his crime in the light 
he does. 
The other day he complained 
that he did not get coffee enough. The War­ 
den allowed him two cups at a meal, while 
the other prisoners got only one. This re­ 
vived his spirit of self-importance, and he 
forthwith began to put on airs again. Then 
his extra allowance of coffee was cut off, 
whereupon he wrote a lengthy letter to the 
Warden, couched in offensive language, say­ 
ing he was not fit to have charge of a man of 
such importance. The Warden paid no at­ 
tention to the letter, except to determine not 
to allow Guitteau another favor, but to 
confine him to the most rigorous prison 
treatment. 
The 
Warden 
and 
his 
deputy, and the District Attorney and 
his assistant, are the only persons who are 
permitted to exchange any words with the 
prisoner. When it is necessary for one of 
these officials to see Guitteau, he is brought 
into the Warden’s office, and locked inside 
with the official aud a guard btationed at the 
door. Guitteau has abandoned all his fop­ 
pishness. At first, in jail, he was careful 
with his toilet; but now he comes to the 
Warden's room, when sent for, sometimes 
only half-dressed. One time he appeared 
with only a shirt aud pants on, and the pants 
rolled np. and the last time he had on nothing 
but hi3 pants. Mr. Coikhill’s order to put 
him in solitary confinement aud shut him off 
fr.un the sight of others, has not been com­ 
plied with, as the jail has too many prisoners 
to admit of this ; besides, the Warden con­ 
siders Goitteau’a present mode of confinement 
about as satisfactory as can well be in a j ail 
so full of prisoners. Guitteau has no desire 
to escape. He knows the danger he would 
incur outside from popular indignation. He 
first heard that the President was getting 
well from the talk of his guards. He antici­ 
pates a big sensational trial. 
Ml.*ralrulnllun* of tbe Nportu IB the 
Horses at the Atalllon Race at t'hlcago. 
Chicago, July 20th.—The Tribune says: 
In yesterday’s race there were several some­ 
what curious complications. The splendid 
performance of Santa Claus at Rochester on 
the 4th led many hoisemen to believe that 
in the stallion race here he would be next to 
invincible, and consequently they bet their 
money on that basis with Buch liberality that 
the California stallion was made first choice 
in the pools on Monday night, and continued 
to hold that position until after the start of 
the race yesterday ; but while Santa Claus 
had many friends, other horses in the race 
were not without followers, McGregorites be­ 
ing undoubtedly the strongest in number, 
aud no less ready to uphold their opinion with 
cash than were Santa Claus men. A select 
coterie, mostly from Boston, came on here 
and secured nearly every Wedgewood pool 
that was sold, evidently believing if the 
heats were split, Splan’s horse would have no 
difficulty in winning first money. Hannis 
was also backed to same extent by those who 
remembered that John Turner never starts a 
slow horse, or one out of condition, in a racr. 
In fact about the only horses not more thau 
mentioned in the pools were Piedmont and 
Monroe Chief. It has been an upensecret for 
some time that the first-named animal was 
out of form, aud a3 neither his owner nor his 
driver had more than the faintest hope of be­ 
ing able to win yesterday’s race, they did not 
back him to any extent in the pools. The 
driver's investment in this direction was 
limited to $12, which humble amount pro­ 
duced a return of something like $200. As 
the race turned out. Piedmont not _ only 
fought for every heat fr»m the beginning of 
the first to the ending of the last, but he also 
improved as each heat was trotted, until in 
the fourth he was able to obtain a clear lead 
from bis competitors at the start, and retain 
it easily to the finish, simply jogging under 
the wire in 2:17). After that he had things 
all his own way, none of the other horses be­ 
ing able to get near enough to him to be dan­ 
gerous in any part of a mile. The victory of 
Piedmont is ail the more notable from the 
fact that he is one of the few trotters (mostly 
owned in Chicago) that are always trotted to 
win, and that he is driven by a man whose 
honesty of purpose has never been questioned, 
and owned by another man who taught the 
fleet-footed sou of Alrnont all he knows about 
trotting. 
The Central I’ai-iflr and Its Lind Claims. 
Washington, July 20th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day referred the case of the 
Central Pacific Railroad vs. the átate of Cali­ 
fornia, involving the right to the title to cer­ 
tain lands within the limit of the company's 
grant in Alameda county, to the Attorney- 
General, for an opinion on the questions of 
law involved. This action on the part of Sec- 
retaiy Kirkwood will probably result iu a 
speedy and final settlement of the long con­ 
tested case. Th9 lands in question were se­ 
lected by the State of California as indemnity 
school liad-i, after they had been withdrawn 
by the Department for the benefit of the road, 
and they were certified to the State in .Sep­ 
tember, 1870. The company, however, has 
fully completed its road, and has therefore 
earned its lards under the original granting 
Act. In June, 1870, when the case was first 
i rought before the Deoartment, Scb.urz, in a

ered the certification to the State final, and 
theref re that he had no further jurisdiction 
over the Unis, nor any authority to issue 
patents.

Your cor­ 
respondent visited Bull after bis lodge was 
erected, and cheered the old man by inform­ 
ing him that he had seen his lost daughter, 
who, the Canadians told him, was in chains 
only a short time before, and that she was 
well and happy. He expressed a desire to 
talk after he had rested and eaten. The 
cavalcade, as it filed to the garrisoD, attracted 
much attention. It consisted of six army 
wagons, loaded with squaws and children, 
followed by twenty-five or thirty of 
Louis Leg ire's Red river carts, well 
filled with baggage. Sitting Bull himself 
and his chiefs and bead men rode their 
ponies, and did not dismount and shake 
hands until they arrived at the place fixed 
upon for their camp.
